It Created Great Havoc Along the 


New Jersey Coast. 


JSot Only Have Xetv Bays Been Formed 


Along- the Coast, but Old Shoals and Bars 
IIav<j in Many Places Deon Pouuded 
Away—Property L,os8 Incalculable. 


NFWYOKK, Oct. 14.—The great storm 


of '96 hus nob been relegated to the annals 
of the past, and the sfcory has not half been 
told. No one has so far been able to esti- 
mate the damage wrought by the wind 
and the waves, nor to say how far reach- 


I ing was tho fury of the gale. But as far 


I as the eye can see from any point along 


the shores of Long Island, along tho Jer- 
sey coast, in over the lowlands, and in 
some instances over the highlands, wher- 
ever one may turn, there are the evidences 
that a hurricane has been passing through 


j this section of tho country. 


For two days and a night the gale blew 


with ever increasing fury, and yesterday 
there was a steady downpour of rain to 
complete tho miserable devastation al- 
ready well done. Thousands spent the day 
at the benches, not to enjoy the sunshine 
and the merry places at the seaside, but to 
view the work of destruction and to look 
upon the piles of twisred rafters, broken 
spiles, upturned pavilions, overthrown 
cottages and the ruins of resorts of amuse- 
ment that in former days were the pride 
and the joy of those who have made the 
beach their summer home. 
Handsome 


lawns that have beautified the grounds of 
the hotels at the beaches have been torn 
up like plowed fields, and on Monday, 
when the storm was at its height, the 
huge structures themselves in many places 
were threatened by the waves. 


At Brighton Beach and at Manhattan, 


at Edgemere, at Far Bockaway, and at a 
dozen other points along the sea line, the 
fast incoming waters swept under the 
very foundations of the buildings, and 
more thaa once they shook and shivered 
under tho terrific pouuoving of the seas. 
One hotel did go down, unable to stand 
the forces turned against it. That was the 
Brunswick, at Sea Isle City, tho finest 
structure of its kind iri that section. How 
inaay smaller buildings were caught up" 
by the wind and wrecked, or inundated, is 
Up to the pressat moment an unknown 
quanity. 


Nor was it along the coast alone that 


the fury of the gale manifested itself. Jer- 
sey City was in places practically inun- 
dated. Boats were a valuable acquisition, 
both for purposes of removal and for pur- 
poses of locomotion. 
The railroads in 


that section of New Jersey were sufferers 
to the extent of suspending business for a 
period, and many of the smaller towns in 
that state had to be content with a lone- 
some existence, for all traffic in and out 
of those places was stopped. 


The wires of Sandy Hook were down for 


many hours, and when communication 
was again established it was only to learn 
that never before had such a hurricane 
been experienced. Fortunately people and 
dwellings alike at the old Hook were built 
for storms, and the damage there was 
slight, if the scare was great. House- 
holders at Asbury Park and Long Branch, 
for the summer visitors had long since 
taken their departure, gathered to watch 
the fury of the seas, wonder stricken and 
amazed at the greatness of the waters, for 
while the watchers at Asbury were gazing 
the famous boardwalk, the New Era mon- 
ument and a thousand and one beauties 
and attractions of the magnificent water- 
ing place were swept away. 


But Coney Island was the greatest suf- 


ferer. One may not now stroll through 
tho well remembered walks fronting oa 
the beach, but he may climb wearily over 
the masses of ruins that mark the old 
paths or stand afar and view the wreck«tl 
pavilions and water chutes and ice slides. 
The light and airy beer gardens that stood 
upon the shore, and the bathing houses 
and floats, from the farthermost corner of 
Manhattan to way beyond the ead of the 
Bowery at West Brighton. It is believed 
that several hundred thousand dollars 
would not cover the value of tho places 
thus destroyed.

SIMON P. STOVER. 


I A SHORT SKETCH OF THE LIFE OP THE 


REPUBLICAN CANDIDATE FOR KEG- 


ISTEK AND BECOHDER. 


Simon P. Stover, Republican candi- 


date for Register und Recorder, was born 
in the village of Cashtwvn, Franklin 
township, Adams countv, October 23rd, 
1845. Born of poor aud 1; umble parents 
he was soon taught that it was only by 
industry, frugality and perseverance that 
success in life could \>r- obtained. 


From from his earliest years lie was 


anxious to obtain a good education, he 
resolved to give all Ms energy to the ac- 
quirement of knowlcdu-j, but the pros- 
pects were far from encomaging. 
He 


i was poor and without friends who could 
' assist him. It was at au early age that 
he realized whatsoever he accomplished 
ID life musl be by his own exertions. 
This conviction became firmly implanted 
in his mind and gftye to him an earnest- 
ness of character \i»d resoluteness of 
purpose that often berriended him amid 
trials that would have blighted the am- 
bitions and engulfed in the dark chasms 
of oblivion the high hopes of one loss 
persevering aud enduring. He is a typi 
cal example of a self-made man, Ms ear- 
ly educational advantages \vere those af- 
forded by the instruction imparted in an 
old log school house which he was ena- 
bled to attend for a few weeks during 
the year. By toiling through the greater 
part of the year and by diligence, fidelity 
and careful economy he acquired several 
hundred dollars and at about the age of 
sixteen thinking he iiad about exhausted 
the capacity of the log school-house for 
imparting knowledge he resolved to en- 
ter the State Jsormal Scliool at iililleis- 
ville, Pa. However, hefoie he had com- 
pleted his course in this institution and 
because of the threatened invasion of 
Pennsylvania by the Confederate troops 
in June, 1803, the session was suddenly 
terminated and a company of soldiers 
enlisted composed almost entirely of fac- 
ulty and students and of which Jas. P. 
Wickersham, then principal of the facul- 
ty, was appointed Captain. Mr. Stover 
then being but seventeen years of age, 
volunteered Ms services to his country 
enlisting in Capt., afterwards Col. J. P. 
Wickersham's Company II 47th Pa. Yol. 
Militia. This company being organized 
for oniy three months,^* the expiration 
of this time he again flSUisted, this time 
for three years enlisting in 152nd Resrt. 
Fa. Vol. Battery C, 3rd Pa. Heavy Artll- 
ery and served in the army of the James, 
being honorably discharged Nov. llth, 
1865. 


In 1S6G lie tauglit Ms first term in the 


public schools of this county. This was 
the beginning of a successful period of 
teaching that has extended from that 
time hence. Few men have enjoyed the 
opportunity of so large and varied an 
experience in this direction as has the 
subject of our sketch, who lias for thirty 
successive years been engaged in teach 
ing- 
He has taught in the townships of 


Libertj-, Hamiltonbau, Highland, Ger- 
many and twenty years in his native 
township of Franklin.

It Created Great Havoc Along the 
New Jersey Coast. 


Not Only Havo Now Bays Boon Form ed 
Along; the Coast, b a t Old Shoals and B ars 
Havo In M any Placcs Boon I’ouudod 
Away—P ro p erty Loss Incalculable. 


Nfw Y ork, Oct. 14.—Tho great storm 
of ’UG has nob been relejxatod to tho annals 
of tho past» and the story lias not half boon 
told. No one has so far been able to esti­ 
mate the damage wrought by tho wind 
and the waves, nor to say how far roach- 
» iug was tho fury of tho gale. But as far 
j as the oye can seo from any point along 
tho shores of Long Island, along tho Jcr- 
soy coast, in over tho lowlands, and in 
some instances over tho highlands, wher­ 
ever ono may turn, thero aro tho ovidencos 
that a hurricane has been passing through 
this section of tho country. 


For two days and a night tho gale blew 
with ever increasing fury, and yesterday 
there was a steady downpour of rain to 
comploto tho miserable devastation al­ 
ready well dono. Thousands spent tho day 
at tho beaches, not to enjoy the sunshine 
and the merry places at tho seasido, but to 
view tho work of destruction and to look 
upon tho piles of twisted rafters, broken 
spiles, upturnod pavilions, overthrown 
cottages and the ruins of resorts of amuse­ 
ment that in former days were the pride 
and the joy of those who have made tho 
beach thoir summer home. 
Handsome 
lav/ns that have beau tilled the grounds of 
the hotels at tho beaches havo been torn 
up like plowed fields, and on Monday, 
when tho storm was at its height, the 
huge structures themselves in many places 
wero threatened by the waves. 


At Brighton Boach and at Manhattan, 
at Edgomere, at Far Rockaway, and at a 
dozen other points along tho sea lino, the 
fast incoming waters swept undor tho 
very foundations of the buildings, and 
more than onco they shook and shivered 
under tho terrific pounding of the seas. 
Ono hotel did go down, unable to stand 
tho forces turned against it. That was tho 
Brunswick, at Sea Isle City, tho finest 
structure of its kind iii that section. How 
many smallor buildings wore caught uji 
by tho wind and wrecked, or inundated, is 
up to tho present moment an unknown 
quanity. 


Nor was it along tho coast alone that 
tho fury of the gale manifested itself. Jer­ 
sey City was in places practically inun­ 
dated. Boats wore a valuable acquisition, 
both for purposes of removal and for pur­ 
poses of locomotion. 
Tho railroads in 
that section of New Jersey woro sufXerors 
to tho extent of suspending business for a 
period, and many of tho smaller towns in 
that state had to bo content with a lone­ 
some existence, for ¿ill tralllc in and out 
of tho so placos was stopped. 


Tho wires of Sandy Hook wero down for 
many hours, and whon communication 
was again established it was only to learn 
that never beforo had such a hurricane 
been experienced. Fortunately people and 
dwellings alike at tho old Hook were built 
for storms, and tho damage thero was 
slight, if the ecaro was great. House­ 
holders at Asbury Park and Long Branch, 
for the summer visitors had long since 
taken their departure, gathered to watch 
tho fury of tho seas, wonder stricken and 
amazed at tho greatness of the waters, for 
while tho watchers at Asbury wero gazing 
tho famous boardwalk, tho New Era mon­ 
ument and a thousand and ono beauties 
and attractions of tho magnificent water­ 
ing placo woro swept away. 


But Coney Island was the greatest suf­ 
ferer. Ono may not now stroll through 
tho well remembered walks fronting on 
tho beach, but ho may climb wearily over 
tho masses of ruins that mark tho old 
paths or stand afar and view tho wreokud 
pavilions and water chutes and ico slides. 
Tho light and airy boer gardens that stood 
upon the shore, and tho bathing houses 
and floats, from the farthermost corner of 
Manhattan to way beyond the end of tho 
Bowery at West Brighton. It is believod 
that several hundred thousand dollars 
would not cover tho value of tho places 
thus destroyed. 


On Monday the tide was higher than 
anybody remembered it to bo before, but 
yestorday morning it was still higher than 
at the previous flood. It only needed this 
to complete the devastation ulong the 
benches. The seas simply swopt over tho 
adjoining districts, hundreds of feet bo- 
yond what long ago had been fixed as tho 
line of safety, As a result dwellings woro 
Hooded, and some ot them are not yet safo 
from collapse. If the author!tie« at Wash­ 
ington would make n survey of tho coast 
from »Sandy JJook to Capo May, as it is at 
p ro fit, they would find many errors in 
Mu carefully maru ¿d maps they now pos­ 
set.

SIMON P. STOVER. 


A SHOUT SKETCH OF TITE LIFE OF TIIE 
11EPUHLICAN CANDIDATE FOR REG­ 
ISTER AND RECORDER. 


Simon P. Stover, Republican candi­ 
date for Register \md Recorder, was born 
in tho village of Casht'own, Franklin 
township, Adams countv, October 38rd, 
1845. 
Born of poor and humble parents 
he was soon taught that it was only by 
industry, frugality and perseverance that 
success in life cou]d bo obtained. 


From from his earltest years he was 
anxious to obtain a good education, he 
resolved to give all bis energy to the ac- 
: quirement of kuowlcdiw, but the pros­ 
pects were far from cncomaging. lie 
was poor and without friends who could 
assist him. It was nit an early age that 
j he realized whatsoever he accomplished 
in life must be by bis own exertions. 
This conviction became firmly implanted 
in his mind and givye to him an earnest­ 
ness of character \ fd. resoluteness of 
purpose that often befriended him amid 
trials that would have blighted the am­ 
bitions and engulfed in the dark chasms 
of oblivion the high hopes of one less 
persevering and enduring, He is a typi 
cal example of a self-made man, his ear­ 
ly educational advantages were those af­ 
forded by the instruction imparted in an 
old log school house which he was ena­ 
bled to attend for a few weeks during 
the year. By toiling through the greater 
part of the year and by diligence, fidelity 
and careful economy he acquired several 
hundred dollars and at about the age of 
sixteen thinking he had about exhausted 
the capacity of the log school-house for 
imparting knowledge he resolved to en­ 
ter the »State Normal School at Milleis- 
ville, Pa. However, before he had com­ 
pleted his course in this institution and 
because of the threatened invasion of 
Pennsylvania by the Confederate troops 
in June, 1803, the session was suddenly 
terminated and a company of soldiers 
enlisted composed almost entirely of fac­ 
ulty and students and of which Jas. P. 
Wickersham, then principal of the facul­ 
ty, was appointed Captain. Mr. Stover 
then being but seventeen years of age, 
volunteered his services to his country 
enlisting in Capt., afterwards Col. J. P. 
Wickersham’s Company II 47th Pa. Vol. 
Militia. This company being organized 
for only three months,.at the expiration 
of this time he again <in*isted> this time 
for three years enlisting in 152nd Regt. 
Pa. Vol. Battery 0, 3rd Pa. Heavy Artil- 
ery and served in the army of the James, 
being honorably discharged Nov. lltli, 
18(55. 


In 180C he taught his first term in the 
public schools of this county. This was 
the beginning of a successful period of 
teaching that has extended from that 
time hence. Few men have enjoyed the 
opportunity of so large and varied an 
experience in this direction as has the 
subject of our sketch, who has for thirty 
successive years been engaged in teach 
ing. He has taught in the townships of 
Liberty, Hamiltonban, Highland, Ger­ 
many and twenty years in his native 
township of Franklin. 
Almost from 
the time Mr. Stover began teaching he 
has had the reputation of being one of 
the most progressive instructors employ­ 
ed in the common schools of Adams 
county. 
He carried into the school­ 
room the remarkable energy, vigor and 
good sense which are the mainsprings of 
his character; his pupils are numbered 
by hundreds throughout the county 
and everywhere they attest to his ster­ 
ling worth and ability as an educator 
and a gentleman endowed with the high­ 
est sense of honor. 


For a period of twelve years—from 
1878 to 18D0—he farmed during the sum­ 
mer months but owing to local disabili­ 
ties he was obliged to discontinue this 
vocation. 


In 18G8 Mr. Stover was married to Is­ 
abella, a daughter of Henry Biesecker; 
of the three children born to them but 
ono is now living. 


Whilst Mr. Stover has been identified 
with tho Republican party every ever 
since he attained his majority, prior to 
this lie has never been an office seeker; 
he solicits your vote and influence which 
will be greatly appreciated; his fitness 
for the oliice should he be successful in 
obtaining it is unquestioned by men re­ 
gardless of party.

UD LAKE is an 
expansion of the 
old channel on 
east side of Sugar 
Island, filling up 
a big bend of the 
river.

If you havo 
upholstered furniture that cannot be 
moved, whip it lightly, then wipe with 
a clean piece of old silk and cover up. 
Dust down the pictures and tables be­ 
fore sweeping to removo the old dust 
that may bo there. 
Sweep slowly and 
evenly, with long, smooth strokes, 
after rolling and pinning up the cur­ 
tains and throwing the windows open. 
Let the dust settle for half an hour. 
Then, with a clean soft cloth, go over 
all the furniture in and out of tho 
room, shaking the dust cloth often in 
tho open air to rid it of gritty dust. 
A room swept in this manner will re­ 
main clean for days, where hours will 
suffice to litter up the room swept in 
the common way,—Washington Star.

"THE War Department is seri- 


nusly 
contemplating 
the 


training of dogs for use in 
the army. Abroad they have 


been found most valuable in cam- 
paigning, and many German regi- 
ments already have canine contin- 
gents. In fact, the animals are con- 
sidered an essential part of the fight- 
ing organization and are as carefully 
drilled as the men. 
Before long all 


of the great foreign military estab- 
lishments will have troops of four- 
legged soldiers, and it will not do for 
this country to lag behind. 


Dogs, properly selected and edu- 


cated, make the best sort of scout and 
the most capable carriers of orders in 
tbe field. They are particularly use- 
ful lor transmitting information, for 
conveying messages from 
advanced 


patrols, and in maintaining communi- 
cation between posts and pickets. 
Also they do excellent work in hunt- 
ing up missing men. 
Their natural 


qualities of docility, watchfulness, 
speed, acuteness of senses, and affec- 
tion for man render them conspicu- 
ously adaptable for military service. 
No regiment ought to be without a 
equad. 


The business of training war dogs 


has been reduced to a perfect system. 
There is a complete course of canine 
pedagogy, with lessons as carefully 
formulated as those of grammar and 
arithmetic for children. The dog's 
intelligence, like the child's, is de- 
veloped step by step. The lessons 
pass gradually from the simple to the 
difficult, and care is taken never to 
demand more of the animal than is 
intelligible to him. 
When he under- 


stands what is expected of him, the 
next thing is to fix in his mind what 
he has learned by constant practice 
before passing to another subject. 
Imperfect learning of an exercise is 
apt to lead to misunderstandings on 
the part of the dog which are difficult 
to eradicate. 


The fewer punishments the better. 


Only disobedience is to be punished. 
To punish the dog for failure to com- 
prehend is not only unreasonable on 
the trainer's part, but calculated to 


. mar the results aimed at. Beating 
must not be resorted to when scold- 
ing will suffice. 
Itewaids should be 


given sparingly, it is not advisable 
habitually to give the animal tidbits, 
since they distract his attention. 
In 


most cases words of praise and affec- 
tion are a sufficient reward. 
A cer- 


tain amount of training goes naturally 
with the early bringingup of the pup, 
but the=edueation proper should not 
be begun before he is at least six 
months old. It may be remarked 
here that the war dog is always of the 
male persuasion; females e.re kept 
only for breeding purposes. 


The Germans consider the efficiency 


of their war dogs of such importance 
that an immense amount of labor is 
expended in training, them. They re- 
ceive instruction at night as well as in 
the day time. One important thing 
they learn is to growl and not to bark 
when a stranger is near, and this is 
taught them by practice in the dark. 
The hearing of a dog is more accurate 
and its alertness greater at night than 
by day. An animal that can be counted 
on to growl on the approach of a 
stranger without giving au alarm is 
calculated to be particularly useful to 
the sentinel. 
Watchfulness is inborn 


in the dog and may easily be culti- 
vated. The beast must be taught not 
to bite under any circumstances, 
Fierce dogs are unsuitable for military 
service. 


The war dog wears a collar that has 


a metal plate bearing the name of the 
company to which he is attached, as, 
for example, "Eifle Battery 8, 2 
Comp." 
He carries a small canvas 


pouch, which is closed by a button or 
buckle. These atticles, with a chain 
for fastening him when required, con- 
stitute the whole of his equipment. 
The canvas receptacle is called a "re- 
port pouch," 
An idea of its purpose 


is communicated to the dog by putting 
written messages into it in his presence 
when he departs on a mission and 
.taking them out on his arrival. 
He 


soon learns that he is carrying some- 
thing from one end of the trip that is 
•wanted at the other. This business of 
conveying messages is the most im- 
portant thing that the animal has to 
learn.. He ought to be able after a 
while to go a distance of two miles or 
.more and return. 


It Is important that the dog shall go 


straight to his destination, taking the 
shortest practicable route. 
Daring 


the process of training, therefore, 
men are stationed along the track 
which he is to pursue, at I they call to 
him and try to divert him from his 
object. 
If he pays any attention to 


them he is scolded or punished. The 
distance traversed is verv short at the 
beginning and is gradually increased. 
The dog is taught to cross water by 
ewimming. 
He is made accustomed 


to the firing of guns by taking him to 
the target range, and his first actual 
service may be in carrying messages 
between the firing stand aid the, 
markers. 
The final test of the ani- i 


ttftl't capablenebs is his

and ability to do the same work when 
led by somebody else than his instruc- 
tor. 
He must be taught that he is not 


to obey his master alone. Intelligence 
on the trainer's part is as necessary as 
in the dog, for no two dogs are exactly 
alike in character, and each one must 
be studied as an individual. 


To hunt for missing men is a nota- 


ble feature of the war dog's education. 
In future battles, doubtless, many a 
wounded soldier's life will be saved by 
the efforts of the canine contingent. 
The animal trained in this business is 
first taught to search a small tract of 
brush or woods in the daytime, or a 
piece of ground at night, and, as soon 
as he has found a man, to stay with 
him and bark until his master comes 
up. He must learn to bark at com- 
mand, and to bark continuously before 
a man who is lying on the ground. At 
the beginning the assistant hides him- 
self and is searched for by the trainer 
and his dog. The dog easily finds the 
man, and tries to take from him some 
article of clothing, perhaps a cap, and 
brings it to his master. If he does so 
he is made much of and called on to 
search again. He runs back to the 
concealed man and takes from him 
some other article. If unsuccessful he 
will bark, and is encouraged to keep 
on barking. Next it is necessary to 
make the dog understand that search- 
ing for the man alone is what is re- 
quired of him. When the dog barks 
tbe trainer hastens toward him, and, 
when the man is found, pets and 
praises the animal. 
Commonly a 


dummy man is used for hiding. " To 
teach a dog when to bark, instruction 
must be begun early. 


War dogs are kept with the utmost 


care, to prevent uncleanliness and dis- 
ease. 
Their kennels, of brick or 


planks, are cleaned every twenty-four 
hours. Their metal feed vessels are 
scrubbed daily and are removed from 
the kennels after being used. Sick 
dogs are kept apart. During the first 
year the puppies get nothing but milk 
and dog cake; afterward the remnants 
from the men's table are added. 
In 


Germany a special fund is set aside for 
the keep of the war dogs. It is con- 
sidered worth while to teach the ani- 
mals tricks of all sorts, because their 
intelligence is 
developed.—Boston

Deadly Drop Handle Ears. 


The Herald told the other day of a 


young man named Frederick Galla- 
gher, who was stricken with paralysis 
while riding the bicycle near Morris- 
town, N. J. The young man's com- 
panions 'carried him to a doctor in 
Mount Hone, who said that his seizure 
wasrdue to excessive use of a wheel 
with drop handle bars. Under treat- 
ment the patient partially recovered. 


Gallagher's case should be a warn- 


ing to all bicyclists against scorching 
and the deadly handle bar. 


"This is the first case of the kind 


that has come to my notice," a well 
known doctor said to me the other 
day, "'but I have often wondered why 
there were not more. 


"Whenever a wheelman lays hold 


of a handle bar he puts his arms in 
an unnatural position and over exer- 
cises the extensor muscles. 
These 


muscles are supplied by the brachian 
and median nerves, and undue fatigue 
of the nerves means the exhaustion of 
the nerves. Such abuse would natur- 
ally be reported promptly at the braeh- 
ial plexus, whence a message would 
be sent to the brain. 
Paralysis is the 


logical result. 


"Scorching of any kind is bad 


enough, but scorching on a drop han- 
dle bar machine is an insult to every 
law of nature, and every man that 
practices it incurs a grave risk. He 
may not be poralyzed in the act, aa 
Gallagher was, but he incurs the risk 
of such a seizure, and if he persist is 
bound to have one. It is only a ques- 
tion of time."—New York Herald. 


The Largest Ship in the World. 
According to Prometheus the largest 


ship m the world is bmlding at the 
Vulcan shipyard in Bredon, near Stet- 
tin, Germany, for the 
Hamburg- 


American line. 
The same builders 


constructed the first large express 
steamer built in Germany, the Au- 
gusta Victoria, of the same line. The 
new monster has length of 625 feet on 
the waterline, and is therefore con- 
siderably larger than the Campania, 
which is 600 feet in length between 
perpendiculars. The engines will have 
27,000 horse power and a speed of 
twenty-two knots ia expected. The 
engines and boilers will also be fur- 
nished by the Vulcan shipyards. Con- 
struction has been commenced al- 
ready.

The Kangaroo. 


Captain (then Lieutenant) Cook, 


with Mr. 
(afterward 
Sir Joseph) 


Banks, set sail in 1768, and, the ob- 
servation of Venus having been com- 
pleted, porceeded in the spring of 
1770 to Eastern Australia, visiting 
among other places a spot which, on 
account of the number of new and 
strange plants there to be found, re- 
ceived the name of "Botany Bay." 
Subsequently, when detained by an 
accident in Endeavor Eiver, some 
sailors sent on shore reported they 
"had seen an animal as large as a 
greyhound, of slender make, and ex- 
tremely swift." 
:'Two days after- 


ward," Captain Cook continues," as I 
was walking in the morning at a little 
distance from the ship, I myself saw 
one of the animals." A fortnight af- 
terward (July 8) some of the crew "set 
out with the first dawn in search of 
game, and in a walk of many miles 
they saw four animals of the same 
kind, two of which Mr. Banks's grey- 
hound fairly chased, but they threw 
him out at a great distance by leaping 
over the long, thick grass, which pre- 
vented his running. This animal was 
observed not to run upon four legs, 
but to bound or leap forward upon 
two, like the jerboa. This animal is 
called by the natives kangaroo. The 
next day our kangaroo was dressed 
for dinner and proved most excellent 
meat." Such is the earliest notice of 
the observation of this animal by Eng- 
lishmen. 


As Australia became better known it 


was found to be inhabited by beasts of 
many kinds, all of which were pre- 
viously unknown, while they almost 
all agreed with the American opos- 
sums, in that they were "pouched" or 
"marsupial" animals. Not unnatur- 
ally, therefore, some of these creatures 
were also called "oposums," though 
the name had better have been re- 
served for the American marsupials 
exclusively, which are the only "true 
opossums."—Fortnightly Beview. 


Onions as a >erve Tonic. 


A German scientist says that people 


who habitually use onions are much 
less liable to nervous diseases than 
those who affect to despies them. 
They tone up systems that are run 
down and assist the digestion and as- 
similatioa of food. As an interesting 
item in this connection, the same sci- 
entist says that if a sprig of parsley 
is chopped fine, sprinkled with vine- 
gar and eaten after onions, there will 
be no trace of this vegetable on the 
breath. This is well worth knowing, 
if true, and certainly it is not difficult 
to try the experiment. As a further 
item of interest in regard to onions, 
it is claimed that they are one of the 
best cleansers of the skin, and that 
onion eaters, all other things being 
equal, will have the finest of complex- 
ions. Tnis being the case, the market 
value of onions and parsley ought to 
increase with great rapidity.

A Test for Horseflesh. 


M. Humbert throngh the Keveil de | 


Medicine Yeterinaire, tells us that ' 
chemical tests will determine-whether la speaking of him the 
a given specimen of meat is from the 
horse or from the flesh of any other 
animals usually used for food; fifty 
grammes of meat are boiled for one 
hour in 200 grammes of water, and 
then the decoction is set aside to cool. 
When cool, nitric acid in the propor- 
tion of five per cent, is added, and in- 
to this is dropped drop by drop, some 
of Gram's ioduree solution, or in its 
place a solution of iodized water which 
has been well iodazed by tho aid of 
heat; if horseflesh is present there 
wiH appear a deep violet-red circle. 
Neither beef, veal, mutton nor pork 
will furnish the same reaction. 


A Blind Plmician. 


Dr. James R. Cocke, a well-known 


physician of Boston, is entirely blind. 


Boston Jour- 


nal says: "So far as can be ascer- 
tained Jthere is only one man who, 
blind from infancy, has taken up the 
study of medicine and succeeded. 
That man is James R. Cocke, whose 
book, 'Blind Leaders of the Blind,' 
has just been issued.

HE War Dopnrtmenfc is seri­ 
ously 
contemplating 
the 
training of clogs for use in 
the army. 
Abroad they have 
been found most valuablo in cam­ 
paigning, and many German regi­ 
ments already have canine contin­ 
gents. 
In fact, the animals are con­ 
sidered an essential part of the fight­ 
ing organization and are as carefully 
drilled as the men. 
Beforo long all 
of the great foreign military estab­ 
lishments will have troops of four­ 
legged soldiers, and it will not do for 
this country to lag behind. 


Dogs, properly selected and edu« 
cated, make the best sort of scout and 
the most capable carriers of orders in 
the field. 
They are particularly use­ 
ful for transmitting information, for 
conveying messages from advanced 
patrols, and in maintaining communi­ 
cation between posts and pickets. 
Also they do excellent work in hunt­ 
ing up missing men. 
Their natural 
qualities of docility, watchfulness, 
speed, acuteness of senses, and affec­ 
tion for man render them conspicu­ 
ously adaptable for military service. 
No regiment ought to be without a 
squad. 


The business of training war dogs 
has been reduced to a perfect system. 
There is a complete course of canine 
pedagogy, with lessons as carefully 
formulated as tiiose of grammar and 
arithmetic for children. 
The dog’s 
intelligence, like the child’s, is de­ 
veloped step by step. 
Tiio lessons 
pass gradually from the simple to the 
difficult, and care is taken never to 
demand more of the animal than is 
intelligible to him. 
When he under­ 
stands what is expected of him, the 
next thing is to fix in his mind what 
lie has learned by constant practice 
before passing to another 3ubjecfr. 
Imperfect learning of an exercise is 
apt to lead to misunderstandings on 
the part of the dog which are difficult 
to eradicate. 


The fewer punishments the better. 
Only disobedience is to be punished. 
To punish the dog for failure to com­ 
prehend is not only unreasonable on 
the trainer’s part, but calculated to 
mar the results aimed at. 
Beating 
must not be resorted to when scold­ 
ing will suffice. 
Rewards should be 
given sparingly- 
it is not advisable 
habitually to give the animal tidbits, 
aince they distract his attention. 
In 
most cases words of praise and affec­ 
tion are a sufficient reward. 
A cer­ 
tain amount of training goes naturally 
with the early bringingup of the pup, 
but the]education proper should not 
bo begun before ho is at least six 
months old. 
It may bo remarked 
hero that the war dog is always oi' the 
male persuasion ; 
females are kept 
only for breeding purposes. 


The Germans consider the efiiciency 
of their war dogs of such importance 
that an immense amount of labor is 
expended in training them. 
They re­ 
ceive instruction at night as well as in 
the day time. 
One important thing 
they learn is to growl and not to bark 
when a stranger is near, and this is 
taught them by practice in the dark. 
The hearing of a dog is more accurate 
and its alertness greater at night than 
by clay. An animal that can be counted 
on to growl on the approach of a 
stranger without giving an alarm is 
calculated to be particularly useful to 
the sentinel. 
Watchfulness is inborn 
in the dog and may easily be culti­ 
vated. 
The beast must be taught not 
to bite under any 
circumstances, 
Fierce dogs are unsuitable for military 
service. 


The war dog wears a collar that has 
a metal plate bearing the name of the 
company to which ho is attached, as, 
for example, 
“ Biiie Battery 8, 2 
Comp.” 
He carries a small canvas 
pouch, which is closed by a button or 
buckle. 
These articles, with a chain 
for fastening him when required, con­ 
stitute the whole of his equipment. 
Thé canvas receptacle is called a “re­ 
port pouch.” 
An idea of its purpose 
is communicated to the dog by putting 
written messages into it inhispxesonce 
when ho departs on a mission and 
.taking them out on his arrival. 
He 
soon learns that he is carrying some­ 
thing from one end of the trip that is 
wanted at the other. 
This business of 
conveying messages is the most im­ 
portant thing that the animal has to 
learn.. He ought to be able after a 
while to go a distance of two miles or 
more and return. 


and ability to do tho same work when 
led by somebody else than his instruc­ 
tor. 
He must be taught that he is not 
to oboy his master alone. Intelligence 
on the trainer’s part is as necessary as 
in the dog, for no two dogs aro exactly 
alike in cbaractei, and each one must 
bo studied as an individual. 


To hunt for missing men is a nota­ 
ble feature of tho war dog’s education. 
In future battles, doubtloss, many a 
wounded soldier’s life will be saved by 
the efforts of the canine contingent. 
The animal trained in this businoss is 
first taught to search a small tract of 
brush or woods in the daytime, or a 
pieco of ground at night, and, as soon 
as he has found a man, to stay with 
him and bark until his master comes 
up. 
He must learn to bark at com­ 
mand, and to bark continuously beforo 
a man who is lying on tho ground. At 
the beginning the assistant hides him­ 
self and is searched for by the trainer 
and his dog. 
Tho dog easily finds the 
man, and tries to take from him some 
article of clothing, perhaps a cap, and 
brings it to his master. 
If he does so 
he is made much of and called on to 
search again. 
He runs back to tho 
concealed man and takes from him 
some other article. 
If unsuccessful he 
will bark, and is encouraged to keep 
on barking. 
Next it is necessary to 
make the dog understand that search­ 
ing for tho man alone is what is re­ 
quired of him. 
When the dog barks 
the trainer hastens toward him, and, 
when tho man is found, pets and 
praises the 
animal. 
Commonly a 
dummy man is used for hiding. 
To 
teach a dog when to bark, instruction 
must bo begun early. 


War dogs are kept with the utmost 
care, to prevent uncleanliness and dis­ 
ease. 
Their kennels, of brick or 
planks, aro cleaned every twenty-four 
hours. 
Their metal feed vessels are 
scrubbed daily and are removed from 
the kennels after being used. 
Sick 
dogs aro kept apart. During the first 
year the pupjnes get nothing but milk 
and dog cake; afterward the remnants 
from the men’s table are added. 
In 
Germany a special fund is set aside for 
tho keep of the war dogs. 
It is con­ 
sidered worth while to teach the ani­ 
mals tricks of all sorts, because their 
intelligence 
is 
developed.—Boston 
Transcript. 


Deadly Drop Handle liars. 


The Herald told the other day of a 
young man named Frederick Galla­ 
gher, who was stricken with paralysis 
while riclinq tho bicycle near Morris­ 
town, N. J. 
The young man’s com­ 
panions ¡¡carried him to a doctor in 
Mount Hope, who said that his seizure 
was'due to excessive use of a wheel 
with drop handle bars. 
Under treat­ 
ment the patient partially recovered. 


Gallagher’s^ case should be a warn­ 
ing to all bicyclists against scorching 
and the deadly handle bar. 


“ This is the first case of the kind 
that has come to my notice,” a well 
known doctor said to mo the other 
day, “ but I have often wondered why 
there were not more. 


“ Whenever a wheelman lays hold 
of a handle bar he puts his arms in 
an unnatural position and over exer­ 
cises the extensor muscles. 
These 
muscles are supplied by the brachian 
and median nerves, and undue fatigue 
of the nerves means the exhaustion of 
the nerves. 
Such abuse would natur­ 
ally be reported promptly at the brach­ 
ial plexus, whence a message would 
be sent to the brain. 
Paralysis is the 
logical result. 


“»‘Scorching of any kind is bad 
enough, but scorching on a drop han­ 
dle bar machine is an insult to every 
law of nature, and every man that 
practices it incurs a grave risk. 
He 
may not bo paralyzed in the act, as 
Gallagher was, but he incurs the risk 
of such a seizure, and if ho persist is 
bouud to have one. 
It is only a ques­ 
tion of time.”—New York Herald. 


It is important that the dog shall go 
etraight to his destination, taking the 
shortest practicable route. 
During 
the process of training, therefore, 
men are stationed along the track 
which he is to pursue, an J they call to 
him and try to divert him from bis 
object. 
If he pays any attention to 
them he is scolded or punished. 
The 
distance traversed is very short at the 
beginning and is gradually increased. 
The dog is taught to cross water by 
swimming. 
He is made accustomed 
to the firing of guns by taking him to 
tne target range, and his first actual 
service may be in carrying messages 
between the firing stand atd the 
markers. 
The final test of the ani­ 
mal's capablenebs is his willingness 


The largest Ship in the World. 
According to Prometheus the largest 
ship m the world is building at the 
Vulcan shipyard in Bredon, near Stet­ 
tin, Germany, for the 
Hamburg- 
American line. 
The same builders 
constructed the first largo express 
steamer built in Germany, the Au­ 
gusta Victoria, of the same line. 
The 
new monster has length of 625 feet on 
the waterline, and is therefore con­ 
siderably larger than the Campania, 
which is 600 feet in length between 
perpendiculars. The engines will have 
27,000 horse power and a speed of 
twenty-two knots is expected. 
The 
engines and boilers will also bo fur­ 
nished by the Vulcan shipyards. Con­ 
struction has been commenced al­ 
ready. 


A Test for Horseflesh. 


M. Humbert, through the Beveil do 
Medicine Veterinaire, 
tells us that 
chemical tests will determine whether 
a given specimen of meat is from the 
horse or from the flesh of any other 
animals usually used for food; fifty 
grammes of meat are boiled for one 
hour in 200 grammes of water, and 
then the decoction is set aside to cool, 
When cool, nitric acid in the propor­ 
tion of five per cent, is added, and in­ 
to this is dropped drop by drop, some 
of Gram’s ioduree solution, or in its 
place a solution of iodized water which 
has been well iodized by the aid of 
heat; if horseflesh is present there 
will appear a deep violet-red circle. 
Neither beef, veal, mutton nor pork 
will furnish the same reaction,

The Kangaroo. 


Captain (then Lieutenant) Cook, 
with Mr. 
(afterward 
Sir Joseph) 
Banks, set sail in 17(58, and, the ob­ 
servation of Venus having been com­ 
pleted, x)orceeded in the spring of 
1770 to Eastern Australia, visiting 
among other places a spot which, on 
account of the number of new and 
strange plants there to be found, re­ 
ceived the name of “ Botany Bay.” 
Subsequently, when detained by an 
accident in Endeavor River, some 
sailors sent on shore reported they 
“ had seen an animal as large as a 
greyhound, of slender make, and ex­ 
tremely swift.” 
“ Two days after­ 
ward,” Captain Cook continues,“ as I 
was walking in the morning at a little 
distance from the ship, I myself saw 
one of the animals.” A fortnight af­ 
terward (July 8) some of the crew “set 
out with tlie first dawn in search of 
game, and in a walk of many miles 
they saw four animals of the same 
kind, two of which Mr. Banks’s grey­ 
hound fairly chased, but they threw 
him out at a great distance by lea^jing 
over the long, thick grass, which pre­ 
vented his running. 
This animal was 
observed not to run upon four legs, 
but to bound or leap forward upon 
two, like the jerboa. 
This animal is 
called by the natives kangaroo. 
The 
next day our kangaroo was dressed 
for dinner and proved most excellent 
meat.” Such is the earliest notice of 
the observation of this animal by Eng­ 
lishmen. 


As Australia became better known it 
was found to be inhabited by beasts oi 
many kinds, all of which were pre­ 
viously unknown, while they almost 
all agreed with tho American opos­ 
sums, in that they were “pouched” or 
“ marsupial” animals. 
Not unnatur­ 
ally, therefore, some of these creatures 
were also called “ oposums,” though 
the name had better have been re­ 
served for tho American marsupials 
exclusively, which are the only “ true 
opossums.”—Fortnightly Keview. 


Onions as a Nerve Tonic. 


A German scientist says that people 
who habitually use onions are much 
less liable to nervous diseases than 
those who affect to despies them. 
They tone up systems that are run 
clown and assist the digestion and as* 
similatioa of food. 
As an interesting 
item in this connection, the same sci­ 
entist says that if a sprig of parsley 
is chopped line, sprinkled with vine­ 
gar and eaten after onions, there will 
be no trace of this vegetable on the 
breath. 
This is well worth knowing, 
if true, and certainly it is not difficult 
to try the experiment. 
As a further 
item of interest in regard to onions, 
it is claimed that they are one of the 
best cleansers of the skin, and that 
onion eaters, all other things being 
equal, will have the finest of complex­ 
ions. 
This being the case, the market 
value of onions and parsley ought to 
increase with great rajndity. 


A Blind Physician. 


Dr. James K. Cocke, a well-known 
physician of Boston, is entirely blind. 
In speaking of him tho Boston Jour­ 
nal says: 
“So far as can be ascer­ 
tained Jthere is only one man who, 
blind from infancy, has taken up the 
study of medicine and 
succeeded. 
That man is James R. Cocke, whose 
book, ‘Blind Leaders of the Blind,' 
has just been issued. 
Dr. Cocke has 
met with deserved success in his pro­ 
fession, and in his home in Boston is 
surrounded by all that a man of cul­ 
tivated tastes would choose. 
He is a 
member of the Boston Athletic Asso­ 
ciation, where hiB chief enjoyment is 
in the game of tenpins, which he 
plays, as he does everything else, with 
Beat and enthusiasm.”

London will soon substitute olectri* 
city for steam in its underground rail­ 
ways.

(Burned to (Death* 


Miss Eva Hull, aged 82 years, met 


a terrible death on Friday evening. 


Miss Hull was a daughter of the 


late Jacob Hull, and resided on the 
old homestead, about 4 miles from 
this place, on the Carlisle pike, in 
Berwick township. About 5 o'clock 
Friday evening she was noticed com- 
ing out of her room carrying a blaz- 
ing bureau drawer in her hands. How 
the fire originated is not known pos- 
itively, but it is thought that, being 
a great smoker, she was in the act of 
lighting her pipe or had lighted it, 
when tbe fire originated from a spark 
either from the match or from the 
pipe. 


It was noticed that when she open- 


ed the door leading to the open air 
the draft thns created blew the blaze 
from the burning drawer over her 
setting her clothing afire and a consid- 
erable amount was to all appearances 
inhaled by her. 
After going a short 


distance she was overcome and fell to 
the ground. The children of Luther 
Hull, playing in tbe yard, promptly 
notified their mother who was at the 
pump preparing for the evening's 
milking, that "aunty is burning up." 
Mrs. Hull bad juet pumped a bucket 
full of water which she hastily threw 
over tbe burning woman, and then 
rang the farm bell for assistance. 
Neighbors promptly responded, and 
flames enveloping the woman were 
promptly extinguished. The suffer- 
ing woman was carried gently into 
the house and made as comfortable as 
possible.while Dr. Sheetz of this place 
was hastily summoned. He found 
that Miss Hull was badly burned over 
her entire body, but only one band 
so badly that it bled. He also found 
her 
suffering 
from 
inhaling the 


flames. Miss hull was given the treat- 
ment usual in such cases, but she con- 
tinued to sink, partly from the shock 
and partly from tbe effects of the 
burns, until about 9 o'clock, when 
death relieved her. 


Killed in a Runaway. 


Daniel F. Bnssard,a prominent and 


wealthy farmer, of near Harmony, 
Md, was killed by a runaway team 
on Friday. Mr. Bussard was driving 
his six horse team when they became 
frightened at a traction engine and 
ran away.

which, except the commandant and 
the doctor, don't offer many attrac- 


,. • tions in the way of society. 
You 


- know what frontier service in the old 


days was like. 
Forays by the trades- 


men. and punitive expeditions by the 
Sirkar, carried to such an extent that 
we 
almost realized the idea of 


"Branksome Tower," in the "Lay of 
the Last Minstrel," and "drank the 
red wine through the helmet barred." 
* You know the sort of life—rows 
with the tribesmen eternally spring- 
ing, up and dying down again in indi- 
vidual localities, while as a matter of 
'fact there was always trouble at one or 
more places along the frontier. 


At the time I am speaking of, the 


post of commandant of the frontier 
forts was not in much quest. I don't 
know that the authorities at Simla 
were much troubled by eager appli- 
cants ; in fact I think the general at 
Peshawur usually detailed some un- 
Incky major from the Staff Corps and 
cent him nolens volens to hold the 
fort as long as he could with decency 
be made to stay. There was trouble 
brewing that April, and in Peshawur 
we all knew it. 
How it come about 


we none of us cared much, but the 
man before the then incumbent had 
gone home sick, and the commandant 


*• pro fcem. was reported to be in daily 


fear of his life. 


Well, unpleasant as it was, it was 


scarcely a surprise, when, one morn- 
ing the assistant adjutant general 
rode up to niy bungalow in great ex - 
citement, and told me I was to out at 
once and assume command of the 


;»• forts.. 


AYou're to lose no time," be said. 


"Poor So-and-so" {mentioning the 
late commandant) "was shot last 
night by some scoundrel, and the 
general wants you to try and find out 
who did it. The police are making 
inquiries, but you know what that 
means. By the way, he wants to see 
you before you go." 


A soldier never has much time to 


make his arrangements, and that very 
evening I rode out to the forts,having 


• receive I a long lecture from the gen- 
eral on that confounded word "tact" 
which, as we find in the service, is 
always on everybody's lips, and not 
understood by one man in a hundred 
who uses it. 


Well, I must get on with my story, 


or T7e shall be in the Thames before I 
come to the point of it. I nev<* 
thought much about tact, but I al- 
ways believed that a well-born native 
is as much a gentleman as an English 
tinke, and will behave to you just as 
yoa treat him. I soon discovered my 
unfortunate predecessor had tried to 
ride rough-shod over the tribesmen, 
and had made his band felt in every 
corner of his command. A Path£b is 
as vengeful as a Corsican of good fam- 
ily, and will carry his feuds as far as 
* self-respecting American desperado. 
There are always ready with knife or 
rifle to exact vengeance from any 
enemy, and near Pesbawnr will often 
murder the wrong man, if they can't 
find the right. An Englishman who is 
accustomed to living in a law-abiding 
country is no matcfa'f ~>r them, and so 
niy predecessor fonnd to his cost. 
They shot him aa lie was smoking his ; 


pine after dinner one night, on hie 
own veranda in view of tho guard. Of 
course I never found his murderer— 
I never expected 1 should—but I did 
find that my own system of treatment 
paid better than his, ami before very 
long 1 had, as the politicians would 
have expressed it, "established excel- 
lent relations with tho surrounding 
tribesmen." 


There was a very simple way of 


testing this. A few hundred yards 
from tho gate of the fort a former 
commandant had made for himself a 
garden, euuk a well, and planted trees. 
Hero most of tho vegetables used by 
the garrison were grown. The Path- 
ans broke clown the walls, cui the 
water courses and stole the vegetables. 
But I started a different system; I 
was civil to tho neighboring Kahns 
and sent tht>m baskets of vegetables, 
and before very long I found my pro- 
duce grew in plenty, and more, on 
the fine summer evenings, after the 
heat of the day, when I went across to 
the garden and sat under the trees and 
smoked my pipe, one 02* other of 
the Khans would drop in for a chat, 
and in a short time I reckoned many 
friends among the supposed irreclaim- 
able blackguards who owned the fron- 
tiei villages. 


Among them all there was none 


with whom I got on better than a 
grand old fellow named Mahomed 
Aslim Khan, chief of a village near 
the fort. He was a thorough gentle- 
man, had served in his younger days 
under the Sikh generals, and was as 
proud of his home and his scars as 
any honorable man need be. Many 
were the pleasant evenings we spent 
together, for, as I have said, European 
society was limited, and a tine old fel- 
low like that a perfect godsend to a 
lonely man. 


Well, for a time all went merry as a 


marriage bell, till one unlucky day a 
case arose regarding a theft of cattle 
from old Aslim Khan's village. 
The 


thief was caught red-handed and tried 
by a native magistrate, and condemned 
chiefly on the Khan's evidence. Af- 
ter the trial, I met the old gentleman 
casually and exchanged a few sentences 
with him. Not five minutes later I 
heard a shot. 
Alarmed by the cries, I 


ran in the direction, and to my hor- 
ror found my olel friend weltering in 
his blood. Inquiry soon showed that 
the assassin was the thief condemned 
that day. 
He had escaped from cus- 


tody, armed himself somehow, and 
before finally taking himself off had 
shot his accuser. 


We always kept a portion of the 


cavalry escort in readiness for emer- 
gencies, and in less time than it takes 
me to tell you, the assassin was being 
followed by u mounted party. 
My 


horse was soon saddled, and I, too, 
tried to follow, but unsuccessfully, as 
they were too iar ahead, and I had to 
sit at home and wait for news. 


It was late in the afternoon when 


my search party returned, unsuccess- 
ful. 
They had ridden after the mur- 


derer, and, being slightly better 
mounted, were rapidly gaining on 
him, when the way was barred by a 
broad, broken nullah, beyond which 
lay a village. 
The assassin knew the' 


ground, his pursuers did not. The 
advantage enabled him to get clean 
across the nullah, while the cavalry 
were looking for a road for their 
horses. 
He rode boldly into the vil- 


lage, from which, unluckily, all the 
men happened to be absent, and find- 
ing an elderly woman munching a 
chupatti, snatched it from her hand, 
ate a portion, and proclaimed that he 
had eaten of their salt, and claimed 
sanctuary.

Had the natives been

dread of the authorities' orders re- 
garding frontier complications, said 
he must withdraw, as they were out 
of British territory, and ssnt both 
parties home. Personally, I think I 
should have risked a wigging, as the 
Pathans were little like to object to 
the capture of a British subject who 
had murdered one of themselves. But 
my subaltern ruled differently. 


Of course we were disappointed, 


but one or two Khans who were with 
me bade mo be of good cheer; the 
murderer would be caught. I said I 
hoped so. 


Next day a fine young Pat nan, who 


was a sowar in the cavalry detachment 
at the fort, came to me and asked for 
long leave to visit his home. 1 gran ted

I think the man guessed my anxiety, 
for he said gravely, as an Oriental 
will, even when he is making a joke: 


"Sahib, that young man is as safe 


as we can make him, but our prison is 
a very bad one. Men escape." 


"But Afsul won't?" I asked, eag- 


erly. 


"These things, my lord," he an- 


swered, "are in the hands of Provi- 
dence. We must wait and see." 


Next morning the Tebsildar was 


early 
at 
my 
house. 
As he 


spoke I could not help thinking 
that the suspicion of a smile was lin- 
gering round his fat face. 


"My lord," he said, joining his 


hands and bowing to the ground, "a 
miracle has hapoened. In the night 
that young man broke his bonds and 
escaped. I fear we shall not see him 
again."

more or less contented, though I pon- 
dered, too, over the strangeness of 
frontier customs. 


That was the only excitement while 


I was commandant. Well, lads, that's 
my yam. 
Make the best of it. 
If 


we don't turn in, it will be daylight be- 
fore we get to bed. Good-night.—

WEANING THE CALF. 


The sympathetic bond between the 


cow and the calf is worth considering. 
It is a natural bond and it paj& to re- 
gard nature. On account of this sym- 
pathetic bond it is common for the 
cow to shrink in her milk yield 
through the worry caused by separat- 
ing her from her calf. 
We have set- 


tled down to the following practice as 
the most satisfactory in our case: The 
first night allow the calf to remain 
with the cow. 
The succeeding night 


turn it in to suckle and then remove 
it until morning, wiien it is again per- 
mitted to suck. 
As soon as the milk 


is good milk the cow, but have the 
calf by her side while you are milk 
ing. Tie so she can see the cali end- 
perhaps fondle it, and she will be 
reconciled to the operation at once, 
and the change is made without any 
worry on the part cf the cow or the 
owner. 
She soon takes no heed 


whether the calf is there or not. and 
the weaning is accomplished without 
oven a protest on her part.—Euril 
Life.

YOU CAN T HUEEV THE 


When fowls don't lay as many eggs 


as we think they ought to. especially 
at this season of the year, we naturally 
do something iq stir them up—feed 
meat and egg producing food. 
If we 


are not quite iamiliarwith this line of 
procedure, we are apt to look for al- 
most immediate results, and are quite 
sure to be disappointed. 


We can feed cows for an increased 


supply of milk and get it quickly, be- 
cause the process between the diges- 
tion and the making of milk is rapid; 
not so the process between the fowl 
and the egg. The egg is quite com- 
plicated, not only in its entire struc- 
ture but in the process of putting on 
the shell—tho last process, however, 
being the quickest performed. The 
germ of the egg being there, all that is 
required are the proper conditions to 
mature it—and time." 


How long a time? Well, about two 


weeks at least. In other words, it is 
a matter of haste on our part and a 
matter of taking it easy on the part of 
the fowls.—Poultry Monthlv. 


Fresh Water Pearls. 


"The business of finding fresh water 


pearls is not altogether what it has 
been represented in the newspapers," 
said J. C. Adams, of Knoxville,Tenn.. 
at the Shoreham. 
"The existence of 


pearls along the Clinch and BTolston 
Rivers has always been known, but it 
bias only been within tho past two or 
three years that it was supposed they 
were of any value. The first intima- 
tion that they were marketable came 
in an article describing similar pearls 
:ound in the Miami River in Ohio. 
Then pearl fishing took a sudden 
joom, and everybody seemed to think 
they would get rich. For a time pearls 
were brought into Knoxviile in large 
quantities, but the prices were not so 
arge as was expected. Still the busi- 
ness was profitable enough to induce 
;hose without steady employment to 
levote their time to it. Now, those 
easily obtained are almost all gone. li 
would not pay to go to much expense 
getting, go the pearl boom is rapidlj 
dying out"—Washington Star. 
j 


PLOWING rXDER BUCKTfHEAT. 


The quick growth of buckwheat and 


its broad, expansive leaves, enabling 
it to take much of its substance from 
the air, has suggested to others as to 
you that it ought to be a good crop to 
plow under for green manure. Un- 
fortunately, however, all the buck- 
wheat plant takes from the air through 
its leaves is only carbon, and of com- 
paratively little value as 
a, fertilizer. 


We have seen rank growths of this 
crop plowed under green, but never 
saw a good crop of anything else thus 
produced. It used to be said by old 
farmers that buckwheat plowed under 
from scattered seed late in spring for 
corn was poisonous to the corn crop. 
We do not believe this, but these far- 
mers probably thought the buckwheat 
growth, being nearly as bulky as clo- 
ver, ought to be equally valuable. 
When its results were so inferior it 
was easy to imagine that the corn after 
buckwheat, being so much inferior to 
that on clover sod, had been really in- 
jured by the former. In one respect, 
buckwheat ought to be good for corn, 
as it makes the soil very light and 
friable, so that if the fertility is there, 
the corn roots will easily find it. As 
for plowing under buckwheat as prep- 
aration for wheat, it should never be 
dore. The buckwheat will make the 
soil so light and porous that it will 
hold a great deal of water, and wheat 
on such soil will almost inevitably 
winter kilL—Boston Cultivator. 


STARTING A DAIET. 


There are every year men starting 


in as farmers who have no cows of any 
bind. 
This class will, as a rule, find 


it to their interest not to stock np the 
Brst year with the full number of cows 
they expect to keep. This is because 
it will be fonnd almost impossible to 
buy the best cows out of any herd. It 
is better to raise a herd of dairy cows 
—better for several reasons. First, 
by using males of improved dairy 
breeds a better class of cows can be 
raised than can as a rule be purchased; 
second, they will be more gentle if 
properly trained from calfhood . to 
maturity; third, they are more con- 
tented, and contentment counts. 


At the bottom of all successful 


dairying, whether conducted entirely 
oa the farm, or partly as associated 
dairying, is dairy education, dairy 
habits, and sometimes it may be called 
dairy instinct. 
Instinct is said to be 


the sum of inherited habits. This is 
doubtless the best definition that can 
be flfcven of it. 
Hence the best dairy 


communities are those where dairying 
has been carried on for generations. - 


Kindnes?,

METHODS FOB KILLING WEEDS. 


If weeds cannot be completely exter- 


minated they may be brought under 
subjection, and in restricted localities 
this subjection may approach so near 
to extermination as to prevent any 
material damage without requiring 
appreciable extra labor. If the weed, 
like many of our most abundant kinds, 
is an annual, reproducing itself from 
the seeds only and dying root and 
branch each year, it may be subjected 
by preventing seed production. The 
seeds of many annuals retain their 
vitality for several years, so that if 
they once become abundant in the soil 
they are likely to germinate at irregu- 
lar intervals, and thus cause trouble 
for a long time, even though no fresh 
seed is introduced. In this case merely 
preventing the production of seed will 
gradually reduce the quantity of weeds 
and will prevent any further spreading. 


A thousand young seedlings may be 


destroyed in this manner by the culti- 
vator with less effort than a single ma- 
ture plant can be destroyed, and every 
seedling killed means one less weed 
seed in the soil. Barren summer fal- 
lowing is often practiced to clear out 
weedy land by the method just de- 
scribed ; but usually corn, potatoes, 
alfal.n, cabbages, or beets may better 
be grown, giving a profitable return 
for the extra cultivation. The best 
results can be obtained, of course, 
with crops that allow cultivation dur- 
ing the greater part of the season, and 
thai do not shade the soil too much, 
as the direct rays of the sun heating 
the surface of the Boil,aid materi- 
ally in the germination of many seeds. 
As annual weeds usually thrive best in 
soil that has been broken but is not 
occupied, it is evident that broken 
land should not be permitted to re- 
main idle. 
* 


Biennials, such as burdock, wild 


carrot, and bull thistle, store up nour- 
ishment in thickened roots during the 
first year of growth, and during the 
second year they produce seed and 
die. 
Many species wnieh are ordi- 


narily true biennials will live three 
years, or possibly longer if seed pro- 
duction is prevented by mowing or 
cutting the stem above the crown of 
the root. In fact, mowing or cutting 
off the main stem often induces it to 
branch out at the base and send np 
several stalks in place of one. Cut- 
ting the roots below the crow usually 
kills them. If this work is to be done 
by hand with a hoe, grub hoe, or 
spud, as is often the case with ball 
thistles on new ground, it can be done 
most effectively and with the least 
labor in the fall, during the first year 
of growth. Biennial weeds are readily 
killed by cultivation such as is given 
to hoed crops, and the seeds may be 
cleaned out of the land by this 
method. 


Perennial weeds reproduce them- 


selves by seeds, and also propagate by 
some form of perennial underground 
stem, as the rootstalks of Canada this- 
tle and couch grass, the corm or solid 
bulb of the nut grass and chufa, and 
the bulb of the wild onion. A few 
plants sometimes classed as noxious 
weeds have runners above ground, as 
Bermuda grass. To destroy perennial 
weeds seed production mast be pre- 
vented and the underground portion 
most be killed. Seed production may 
be prevented by mowing when the 
first flower buds appear, the same "as 
in the case of annuals or biennials. 
The rootstocks may be dag ap and re 
moved, a remedy that can beprac- 
tically applied only in small areas. 
Salt, coal oil, or strong acid applied to 
as to come in contact with the freshly 
cat roots or rootstocks destroys them' 
for some distance from the point of 
contact 
Crude sulphuric acid is 


probably the most effective of com- 
paratively inexpensive materials that 
can be used for this purpose, bnt its 
strong corrosive properties render it 
dangerous to handle. Rootstocks may 
be starved to death by preventing any 
development of green leaves or other 
parts above ground.—Denver Field 
and Farm.

that hundreds of Italians died by their 
own hands in the battle of Adowa and 
during the terrible clays which followed 
it for the* same reasou. 


General Ariniondl is known‘to have 
committed suicide in the presence of 
his remaining men; but this was rather 
from chagrin and grief than from fear 
of torture at the hands of the enemy. 


Sometimes the Italian officers were 
too ready to hasten their fate, and in 
some instances they estimated too un­ 
favorably the character of their enemy. 
Captain Ademollo and Lieutenant Me- 
narini, after being both badly wound­ 
ed, fell into the hands of the Abyssin­ 
ian chief, Sebat. They expected to be 
put to death, but through the interven­ 
tion of tht' chief they were given drink 
and set at liberty. 


Soon, however, they were surround­ 
ed by another band of about a dozen 
natives. By this time the two officers 
had been joined by an Italian corporal, 
who had his riiic. Giving themselves 
up for lost, the two officers were about 
to shoot themselves. 


“Don’t be such fools!” said the cor­ 
poral. lie led tho way to a rock, and 
the three white men leaned their backs 
against it. Then the corporal proceed­ 
ed to bring down three or four of the 
Abyssinians to skillfully that the rest 
took to flight. Captain, lieutenant and 
corporal all succeeded in reaching a 
place of safety. 


The name of the corporal is not pre­ 
served by the Italian papers which nar­ 
rate this adventure, though he seems 
more worthy of fame than many men 
of higher rank.

It Created Great Havoc Along the 
New Jersey Coast, 


Not Only Havo Now Bays lioon Formod 
Along; the Coast, but Old Shoals and Bars 
XIavo in Many Placcs Bcoii 
Pouudod 
Away—Property Losa lucaloulablo* 


N F W YORK, Oct. 14.—The great storm 
of *Ü0 has uob been relepratod to the annals 
of iho past, and the story }ias not half boon 
told. NO one has so far been able to e.^ti- 
mate the damaf?e wrought by the wind 
and the waves, nor to say how far roach- 
lug was the fury of the gale. 
But as far 
aa the eye can soo from any point along 
the shores of Long Island, alonj? tho Jer- 
sey ooiist, in over tho lowlands, and in 
some instances over tho highlands, wher- 
ever one may turn, there are the evidences 
that a hurricane has boon passing through 
this section of tho country. 


For two days and a night tho galo blow 
with ever increasing fury, and yesterday 
there was a steady downpour of rain to 
coni])]oto tho miserable devastation al- 
ready well done. Thousands spent the day 
at tho bcachos, not to enjoy the sunshine 
and the merry places at tho seaside, but to 
view tho work of descruotion and to look 
ujion tho piles of twisted rafters, broken 
spiles, upturned pavilions, 
overthrown 
cotta:ros and the ruins of resorts of amuse- 
ment that in former days wore tho pride 
and the joy of those who have made the 
beach their summer Iioine. 
Handsome 
lav/ns that have beautiiled the grounds of 
the liotels at tho bf^aches have been torn 
up like plowed fields, and on Monday, 
when tho storm was a t its hoight, the 
huge structures themselves in many places 
wore thfcatoned by the waves. 


At Brighton Beach and at Manhattan, 
at Edgemere, at Far Rockaway, and at a 
dozen other points along tho sea line, the 
fast incoming waters swept undor the 
very foundations of the buildings, and 
more than onco they shook and shivered 
under the terrific pounding of the seas. 
One hotel did go down, unable to stand 
tho fox'ces turned against it. That was the 
Brunsv/ick, at Sea Isle City, tho finest 
strnccuro of its kind iii that section. How 
niuny smaller buildings were caught uii 
by tho wind and wrecked, or inundated, is 
up to the prcfcout moment an unknown 
quanity. 


Korwas it along tho coast alone that 
the fury of the gale manifosted itsolf. Jer- 
sey City was in places practically inun- 
dated, Boats wore a valuable acquisition, 
both for purposes of removal and for ])ur- 
Ijosos of locomotion. 
The railroads in 
that section of New Jersey wore sufferers 
to tho extent of suspending business for a 
period, and many of Iho smaller towns in 
that stato had to bo content with a lone- 
some existence, for all traille in and out 
of thoso places was stopped. 


The wires of Sandy Hook wero down for 
jnany hours, and when communication 
was again established it was only to loarn 
that never before had such a hurricane 
been experienced. Fortunately people and 
dwellings alike at tho old Hook were built 
for storms, and tho damage there was 
slight, If tho scare was great. 
House- 
holders at Asbury Park and Long Branch, 
for the summer visitors had long since 
taken their departure, gathered to watch 
tho fury of the seas, wonder stricken and 
amazed at the greatness of the waters, for 
while the watchers at Asbury were gazing 
the famous boardwalk, the Now Era mon- 
ument and a thousand and one beauties 
and attnictions of tho magnificent water- 
ing placo wore swept away. 


But Coney Island was the greatest suf- 
ferer. 
Ono may not now stroll tlirough 
tho well rememberod walks fronting on 
tho beach, but ho may climb wearily over 
tho masses of ruins that mark the old 
paths or stand afav and vlow tho wrecked 
pavilions and water chutes and ice slides. 
The light and airy boor gardens tliat stood 
upon the shore, and the bathing houses 
and floats, from the farthermost corner of 
Manhattan to way beyond tho end of tho 
Bowery at West Brighton. I t is believed 
that several hundred tJjousund dollars 
would not cover tho value of tho places 
thus destroyed. 


On Mojiday the tide was higher than 
iinybudy remembered it to bo before, but 
yesiorday morning it was still higher than 
at the previous Hood, It only needed this 
to complete the devastatiun ulo]ig the 
beaches. 
Tlie seas fclniply swopt over the 
adji;ining district's, hiuidreds of feet be- 
yond whaii long at'o hud beon fixed as tlie 
lino of safety. As a result dwellings were 
Hooded, a7id soiue oí theiu are jioc yet safe 
from collapse.

A SnOKT SKKTCH OP THK LIFE OP THE | 
llEPUULICAN CANDIDATE FOR KEtt- 
' 
ISTEK AND BBCORDEH. 


Simon P. Stover, Republican candi- ' 
date for Register tmd Recorder, was born 
in the village of Caslit'own, Franklin ' 
township, Adams countv, October 2;írd, 
1845. 
Born of poor aud h umble parents 
he was soon taught that ii was only by 
industry, frugality and perseverance that 
success in life comd bo obtained. 
; 


From from hif5 earltest years he was 
anxious to obtain a good education, he 
resolved to give all his cnerg^y to the ac- 
; quirement of kuowlodt^^, but the pros- | 
pects were far from encoiu aging. 
Ho , 
was poor and withouj; frieads who could 
assist liim. It was nit an carl^' age that , 
he realized whatsoever ho accomplished ' 
in life must be by bis own exertions. 
This conviction became firmly implanted 
in liis mind and gaye fco him an earnest- 
ness of character Mt»d resoluteness of 
purpose that often btíriended him amid 
trials that would have blighted the am- 
bitions and engulfed in the dark chasms 
of oblivion the high hopes of one loss 
persevering and eudiu'ing. He isa typi 
cal example of a self-made man, his ear- 
ly educational advantages were those af- 
forded by tho instruction imparted in an 
old log school house which he "was ena- 
bled to attend for a few weeks during 
the year. 
By toiling through the greater 
part of the year and by diligence, fidelit}'' 
ancl careful economy he acquired several 
hundred dollars and at about the age of 
sixteen thinking he had about exhausted 
the capacity of the log school-house for 
imparting knowledge he resolved to en- 
ter the ¡State I^ormal School at Milleis- 
ville. Pa, 
However, before he had com- 
pleted his course in this institution and 
because of the threatened invasion of 
Pennsylvania by the Confederate troops 
in June, 18G3, the session was suddenly 
terminated and a company of soldiers 
enlisted composed almost entirely of fac- 
ulty and students aud of which Jas. P. 
AVickersham, then principal of the facul- 
ty, \Yas appointed Captain. 
Mr. Stover 
then being but seventeen years of age, 
volunteered his services to his country 
enlisting in Capt., afterwards Col. J. P. 
Wickersham's Company II 47th Pa. Vol. 
Militia. 
This com])any being organized 
for only three m o n t h s , t h e expiration 
of tliiB time he again <iniistedj this time 
for three years enlisting in 15i3nd Reut.

HE War Dopartmenfc is seri- 
niisly 
contomi^Iftting 
the 
^ ^ 
traiuiug of dogs for use iu 
the army. 
Abroad thoy have 
been found most valuable in cam- 
paigning, and many Gorman regi- 
ments already have canine contin- 
fjente. 
In fact, the animals are con- 
Bidered an essential part of the fight- 
ing organization and are as carefully 
drilled as the men. 
Before long all 
of the great foreign military estab- 
lishments -will have troops of four 
legged soldiers, and it will not do for 
this country to lag behind. 


Dogs, properly selected and edu 
cated, make the best sort of scout and 
the most capable carriers of orders in 
the field. They are particularly use- 
ful for transmitting information, for 
conveying messages from 
advanced 
patrols, and in maintaining communi- 
cation 
between posts and pickets. 
Also they do excellent work in hunt- 
ing up missing men. 
Their natural 
qualities of docility, 
watchfulness, 
speed, aouteness of senees, and affec- 
tion for man render them conspicu- 
ously adaptable for military service. 
No regiment ought to be without a 
Bquad. 


The business of training war dogs 
has been reduced to a perfect system. 
There is a complete course of canine 
pedagogy, with lessons as carefully 
formulated as tiiose of grammar and 
ftrithmetic 
for children. 
The dog's 
intelligence, like the child's, is de- 
veloped step by step. 
The lessons 
pass gradually from the simple to the 
difficult, and care is taken never to 
demand more of the animal than is 
intelligible to him. 
When he under- 
stands what is expected of him, the 
next thing is to fix in his mind what 
he has learned by constant practice 
before passing to another subject. 
Imperfect learning of an exercise is 
apt to lead to misunderstandings on 
the part of the dog which are difficult 
to eradicate. 


The fewer i^unishments the better. 
Only disobedience is to be punished. 
To punish the dog for failure to com- 
prehend is not only unreasonable on 
the trainer's part, but calculatccl to 
mar the results aimed at. 
Beating 
must not be resorted to when scold- 
ing will suffice, 
Eewards should be 
given sparingly. 
It is not advisable 
habitually to give the animal tidbits, 
Bince they distract his attention. 
In 
most oases words of praise and afiec- 
tion are a sufficient reward. 
A cer- 
tain amount of training goes naturally 
with the early bringingup of the pup, 
but thejeducation proper should not 
be begun before ho is at least six 
months old. 
It may be remarked 
hero that the war dog is always ol' the 
male persuasion ; females are kept 
only for breeding purposes. 


The Germans consider theefiiciency 
of their war dogs of such importance 
that an immense amount of labor is 
expended in training them. 
They re- 
ceive instruction at night as well as in 
the day time. 
One important thing 
they learn is to growl and not to bark 
when a stranger is near, and this is 
taught them by practice in the dark. 
The hearing of a dog is more accurate 
and its alertness greater at night than 
by day. An animal that can be counted 
on to growl on the approach of a 
stranger without giving an alarm is 
calculated to be particularly useful to 
the sentinel. 
Watchfulness is inborn 
in the dog and may easily be culti- 
vated. 
The beast must be taught not 
to bite 
under any 
circumstances, 
Fierce dogs are unsuitable for military 
Bervice. 


The war dog wears a collar that has 
a metal plate bearing the name of the 
company to which ho is attached, as, 
for example, 
"Eilie 
Battery 
8, 2 
Oomp." 
He carries a small canvas 
pouch, which is closed by a button or 
buckle» 
These articles, with a chain 
for fastening him when required, con- 
stitute the whole of his equipment. 
The canvas receptacle is callod a ''re- 
port pouch," 
An idea of its purpose 
is communicated to the dog by putting 
written messages into it in his presence 
when ho departs on a mission and 
.taking them out on his arrival. 
He 
Boon learns that he is carrying some- 
thing from one end of the trip that is 
wanted at the other. 
This business of 
conveying messages is the most im- 
portant thing that the animal has to 
learn.. He ought to be able after a 
while to go a distance of two miles or 
.more and return. 


It is important that the dog shall go 
straight to his destination, taking the 
Bhortest practicable route. 
During 
the process of training, 
therefore, 
men are stationed along the track 
which he is to pursue, an i they call to 
him and try to divert him from his 
object. 
If he pays any attention to 
them he is scolded or punished. 
The 
distance traversed is very short at the 
beginning and is gradually increased. 
The dog is taught to cross water by 
Bwimming. 
He is made accustomed 
to the firing of guns by taking him to 
tne target range, and his lirst actual 
Bervice may bo iu carrying messages 
between 
the firing stand and the 
markers. 
The final test of the ani- 
xaal'g capablenebs is his willingness 


and ability to do tho same work when 
led by somebody else than his instrno- 
tor. 
Ho must be taught that he is not 
to obey his master alone. Intelligence 
on the trainer's part is as necessary as 
in the dog, for no two dogs are exactly 
alike in charactei, and each one must 
bo studied as an individual. 


To hunt for missing men is a nota- 
ble feature of tho war dog's education. 
In future battles, doubtless, many a 
wounded Eoldier's life will be saved by 
the eflbrts of tho canine contingent. 
The animal trained in this business is 
first taught to search a small tract of 
brush or woods in tho daytime, or a 
piece of ground at night, and, as soon 
as he haa found a man, to stay with 
him and bark until his master comes 
up. 
He must learn to bark at com- 
mand, and to bark continuously before 
a man who is lying on tho grouiicl. At 
the beginning the assistant hides him- 
self and is searched for by the trainer 
and his dog. 
Tho dog easily finds the 
man, and tries to take from him some 
article of clothing, perhaps a cap, and 
brings it to his master. 
If he does so 
he is made much of and called on to 
search apain. 
He runs back to the 
concealed man and takes from him 
some other article. 
If unsuccessful ho 
will bark, and is encouraged to keep 
on barking. 
Next it is necessary to 
make tho dog understand that search- 
ing for the man alone is what is re- 
quired of him. 
When the dog barks 
the trainer hastens toward him, and, 
when tho man is found, pets and 
praises the 
animal. 
Commonly a 
dummy man is used for hiding. 
To 
teach a dog when to bark, instruction 
must be begun early. 


War dogs are kept with the utmost 
care, to prevent uncleanliness and dis- 
ease, 
Their kennels, 
of brick or 
planks, are cleaned every twenty-four 
hours. 
Their metal feed vessels are 
scrubbed daily and are removed from 
the kennels after being used. 
Sick 
dogs are kept apart. During the first 
year tho pupi^ies get nothing but milk 
and dog cake; afterward the remnants 
from the men's table are added. 
In 
Germany a special fund is set aside for 
the keep of the war dogs. 
It is con- 
sidered worth while to teach the ani- 
mals tricks of all sorts, because their 
intelligence 
is 
developed. —Boston 
Transcript.

ment the patient partially recovered,

The largest Ship iu the World. 


According to Prometheus the largest 
ship in the world is building at tho 
Vulcan shipyard in Bredon, near Stet-

The same builders 
constructed the first largo express 
steamer built in Germany, the Au- 
gusta Victoria, of the same line.

new monster has length of 625 feet on 
the waterline, and is therefore con- 
siderably larger than tho Campania, 
which is 600 feet in length between 
perpendiculars. The engines will have 
27,OUO horse power and a speed of 
twenty-two knots is expected.

Captain (then Lieutenant) Cook, 
with 
Mr. 
(afterward 
Sir Joseph) 
Banks, set sail in 1768, and, the ob- 
servation of Venus having been com- 
pleted, i)orceedecl in the spring of 
1770 to Eastern Australia, visiting 
among other places a spot which, on 
account of the number of new and 
strange plants there to be found, re- 
ceived the name of 
"Botany Bay." 
Subsequently, when detained b^-- an 
accident in Endeavor Eiver, 
some 
sailors sent on shore rei^ortcd they 
•'had seen an animal as large as a 
greyhound, of slender make, and ex- 
tremely swift." 
''Two days after- 
ward," CaiDtain Cook continues/' as I 
was walking in the morning at a little 
distance from the ship, I myself saw 
one of the animals." 
A fortnight af- 
terward (July 8) some of the crew ''set 
out with the first dawn in search of 
game, and in a walk of many miles 
they saw four animals of the same 
kind, two of which Mr. Banks's gray- 
hound fairly chased, but they threw 
liim out at a great distance by leax)ing 
over the long, thick grass, which jDre- 
vented his running. 
This animal was 
observed not to run upon four legs, 
but to bound or leap forward upon 
two, like the jerboa. 
This animal is 
called by the natives kangaroo. 
The 
next day our kangaroo was dressed 
for dinner and proved most excellent 
meat.'* 
Such is the earliest notice of 
the observation of tliis animal by Eng- 
lishmen. 


As Australia became better known it 
was found to be inhabited by beasts oJ 
many kinds, all of which were pre- 
vioirdy unknown, while they almost 
ail agreed with tho American opos- 
sums, in that they were "pouched" or 
"marsupial" animals. 
Not unnatur- 
ally, therefore, some of these creatures 
were also called "oposums," though 
the name had better have been re- 
served for the American marsupiaU 
exclusively, which are the only "true 
opossums."—Fortnightly Review. 


Onions as a Aerve Touic. 


A German scientist says that people 
who habitually use onions are much 
less liable to nervous diseases than 
th ose who affect to desi5ies them. 
They tone up systems that are run 
clown and assist the digestion and as* 
similatioa of food. 
As an interesting 
item in this connection, the same sci- 
entist says that if a sprig of parsley 
is chopped fine, sprinkled with vine- 
gar and eaten after onions, there will 
be no trace of this vegetable on the 
breath. 
This is well worth knowing, 
if true, and certainly it is not difficult 
to try the experiment. 
As a further 
item of interest in regard to onions, 
it is claimed that they are one of the 
best cleansers of tho skin, and that 
onion eaters, all other things being 
equal, will have the finest of complex- 
ions, 
This being the case, the market 
value of onions and parsley ought to 
increase with great rajjidity.

Burrounded by all that a man of cul- 
tivated tastes would choose.

(Burned to (Death* 


Miss Eva Hull, aged 82 years, met 
a terrible death on Friday evening. 


Miss Hull was a daughter of the 
late Jacob Hull, and resided on the 
old homestead, about 4 miles from 
this place, on the Carlisle pike, in 
Berwick township. 
About 5 o'clock 
Friday evening she was noticed com- 
ing out of her room carrying a blaz- 
ing bureau drawer in her hands. How 
the fire originated is not known pos- 
itively, but it is thought that, being 
a great smoker, she was in the act of 
lighting her pipe or had lighted it, 
when the fire originated from a spark 
either from the match or from the 
pipe. 


It was noticed that when she open- 
ed the door leading to the open air 
the draft thus created blew the blaze 
from the burning drawer over her 
setting her clothing afire and a consid- 
erable amount was to all appearances 
inhaled by her. 
After going a short 
distance she was overcome and fell to 
the ground. 
The children of Luther 
Hull, playing in the yard, promptly 
notified their mother who was at the 
pump 
preparing for the evening's 
milking, that "aunty is burning up." 
Mrs. Hull had just pumped a bucket 
full of water which she hastily threw 
over the burning woman, and then 
rang the farm bell for assistance. 
Neighbors promptly responded, and 
flames 
enveloping the woman were 
promptly extinguished. 
The suffer- 
ing woman was carried gently into 
the house and made as comfortable as 
possible,while Dr. Sheetz of this place 
was hastily summoned. 
He found 
that Miss Hull was badly burned over 
her entire body, but only one hand 
so badly that it bled. 
He also found 
her 
suffering 
from 
inhaling 
the 
flames. Miss hull was given the treat- 
ment usual in such cases, but she con- 
tinued to sink, partly from the shock 
and partly from the effects of the 
burns^ until about 9 o'clock, when 
death relieved her. 


Killed in a

Daniel F. BuBsard,a prominent and

123.

"fact there was always trouble at one or 
more places along the frontier.

The sympathetic bond between the 
cow and the calf is worth considering.

PLOWING XJNDBR BUCKWHEAT. 


The quick growth of buckwheat and 
its broad, exijansive leaves, enabling 
it to take much of its substance from 
the air, has suggested to others as to 
you that it ought to bo a good crop to 
plow under for greeu manure. 
Un- 
fortunately, however, all the buck- 
wheat plant takes from the air through 
its leaves is only carbon, and of com- 
paratively little value as a fertilizer. 
We have seen rank growths of this 
crop plowed under green, but never 
saw a good crop of anything else tlius 
produced. 
It used to bo said by old 
farmers that buck-wheat plowed under 
from scattered seed late in spring for 
corn was ¡poisonous to the corn crop. 
Wo do not believe this, but rhese far- 
mers probably thought the buckwheat 
growth, being nearly as bulky as clo- 
ver, ought to bo equally valuable. 
When its results were so inferior it 
was easy to imagine that tho corn after 
buckwheat, being so much inferior to 
that on clover sod, had been really in- 
jured by tho former. 
In oiio respect, 
buckwheat ought to be good for corn, 
as it makes the soil very light and 
friable, so that if the fertility is there, 
tho corn roots will easily find it. 
As 
for plowing under buckwheat as prep- 
aration for wheat, it should never be 
dore. 
The buckwheat will make the 
soil so light aud porous that it will 
hold a great deal of water, and wheat 
on such soil will almost inevitably 
winter kill,—Boston Cultivator, 


STARTING A DAIRY. 


There are every year men starting 
in as farmers who have no cows of any 
kind. 
This class will, asa rule, find 
it to their interest not to stock up the 
first year with the full number of cows 
they expect to keep. 
This is because 
it will be found almost impossible to 
buy the best cows out of any herd. It 
is better to raise a herd of dairy cows 
—better for several reasons. 
First, 
by using males of improved dairy 
breeds a better qlaes of cows can be 
raised than can as a rule be purchased; 
second, they will be more gentle if 
properly trained from calfhood . to 
maturity; third, they aro moro con- 
tented, and contentment counts. 


At the bottom of 
all successful 
dairying, whether conducted entirely 
on the farm, or imvtly as associated 
dairying, is dairy education, 
dairy 
habits, and sometimes it may be called 
dairy instinct. 
Instinct is said to be 
tho sum of inherited habits. 
This is 
doubtless the best definition that can 
bo ^iven of it. 
Hence the best dairy 
communities are those where dairying 
has been carried on for generations. *

HETEODS FOR KILLING "WEEDS. 


If weeds cannot be completely oxter- 
min'iited they may bo brought under 
subjection, and in restricted localities 
this subjection may approach so near 
to oxtermination as to prevent any 
material damage without 
requiring 
appreciable extra labor. 
If tho weed, 
like many of our most abundant kinds, 
is an annual, reproducing itself from 
the seeds only and dying root 
and 
branch each year, it may bo subjected 
by proventing seed production. 
The 
seeds of many annuals retain their 
vitality for several years, so that if 
they once become abundant in the soil 
they are likely to germinate at irregu- 
lar intervals, and thus cause trouble 
for a long time, even though no fresh 
seed is introduced. In this case merely 
preventing the production of seed will 
gradually reduce the quantity of vreeds 
and will prevent any further spreading. 


A thousand young seedlings may b^ 
destroyed in this manner by the culti- 
vator with less eíTort than a single ma- 
ture plant can be destroyed, and every 
seedling killed means one less weed 
seed in the soil. 
Barren summer fal- 
lowing is often practiced to clear out 
weedy land "by the method just de- 
scribed; but usually corn, potatoes, 
alfal.'a, cabbages, or beets may better 
be grown, giving a profitable return 
for the extra cultivation. 
The best 
results can be obtained, of 
course, 
with crops that allow cultivation dur- 
ing the greater part of the season, and 
that do not shade the soil too much, 
as the direct rays of the sun heating 
the surface of 
the soil^id materi- 
ally in tho germination of many seeds. 
As annual weeds usually thrive best in 
soil that has been broken but is not 
occupied, it is evident that broken 
land should not be permitted to re- 
main idle. 
' 


Biennials, such as burdock, wild 
carrot, and bull thistle, store up nour- 
ishment in thickened roots during tho 
first year of growth, and during tho 
second year they produce seed and 
die. 
Many species which are ordi- 
narily truo biennials will live three 
years, or x^ossibly longer if seed pro- 
duction is prevented by mowing or 
cutting the stem above the crown of 
the root. 
In fact, mowing or cutting 
oS the main stem often induces it to 
branch out at the base and send up 
several stalks in place of one. 
Cut- 
ting the roots below the crow usually 
kills them. 
If this work is to be done 
by hand with a hoe, grub hoe, or 
spud, as is often tho case with bull 
thistles on new ground, it can be dono 
most effectively and with the least 
labor in the fall, during tho first year 
of gi'owth. Biennial weeds are readily 
killed by cultivation such as is given 
to hood crops, and tho seeds may bo 
cleaned out of tho land 
by 
this 
method. 


Perennial weeds reproduce 
them- 
selves by seeds, and also propagate by 
some form of i^erennial underground 
stem, as tho rootstalks of Canada this- 
tle and couch grass, the corm or solid 
bulb of the nut grass and chufa, and 
tho bulb of tho wild onion, 
A few . 
plants sometimes classed as noxious 
weeds have runners above ground, as 
Bermuda grass. To destroy perennial 
weeds seed jDroduction must be pre- 
vented and the underground portion 
must be killed. 
Seed production may 
bo prevented by mowing whon tho 
first liower buds appear, tho same as 
in tho case of annuals or biennials. • 
Tho rootstocks may be dug up and re-, 
moved, a remedy that can beprac-' 
tically applied only in small areas, 
bait, coal oil, or strong acid applied öo 
as to come in contact with the freshly 
cut roots or rootstocks destroys them' 
for some distance from the i^oint of 
contact. 
Crude sulphuric acid is 
probably the most effective of com- 
paratively inexpensive materials that 
can be used for this purpose, but its 
strong corrosive properties render it 
dangerous to handle, Eootstocks may 
be starved to death by preventing any 
development of green leaves or other 
' 
parts above ground.—Denver 
Field 
and Farm*

"Don't be such fools!" said the cor- 
poral. 
He led tlie way to a rock, and 
the three white men leaned their backs 
against it. 
Then the corporal proceed- 
ed to bring down three or four of the 
Abysslnians to skillfully that the rest 
took to flight. Captain, lieutenant and 
corporal all succeeded in reaching a 
place of safety. 


The name of the corporal is not pre- 
served by the Italian papers which nar- 
rate this adventure, though he seems 
more worthy of fame t h a n many men 
of higher rank.
